“We're all very aware of it and 
we're in total agreement with 
you,” said Mayor Russell Peck. 

Commissioners noted the city 
nuisance ordinance was recently 
amended to make the offense en- 
forceable in civil court. 

“He’s still on probation and 
it’s part of his agreement (with 
the court) to take care of this,” 
said Brooks.

Cost concerns and lack of 
knowledge were cited by several 
East Jordan city commissioners 
in their vote to postpone a deci- 
sion on a proposed infrastructure 
agreement with East Jordan 
Schools. 

The schoo! district is willing to 
fund the major portion of sewer 
improvements, paving and side- 
walks in the vicinity of the new 
middle school, which is slated 
for construction this year. 

“They’re going to pay for most 
of the infrastructure needed,” said 
City Administrator Carolyn 
Sutter at the April 2 meeting. She 
noted most of the things listed in 
the proposed agreement were al- 
ready planned and budgeted, “but 
they didn’t get done.” 

The school district had asked 
for the agreement to be passed at 


the April 2. city meeting, butcom- 
~ missioners had notseen the agree- . 
ment before the meeting. 


Commissioner Greg Chappuies 
said he would support it if the 


Commissioner Dan McKinnon 
asked Peck to follow up on the 
situation, 

“If we're going to have an ordi- 
nance, let’s enforce it,” he said. 

“Ican’t go home without pass- 
ing by this place,” Brooks said. 
“As much as I’m tired of the 
snow, at least it covered some of 
it up.” 

Commissioner Greg Chappuies 
asked Peck to have the city attor- 
ney make the Russell property a 
priority for prosecution if it isn’t 
cleaned up, as well as any other 
unresolved property nuisance 
complaints. The commission 
voted to have the attorney follow 
up on it. - 

City administrator Carolyn 
Sutter suggested she will make 
up a form letter to send to prop- 
erty owners as a first step. Clerk 
Kathy O’Rear said complaints 
about the Russell property go 
back several years. 

Russell is handicapped but 
commissioners noted there are 
able-bodied persons living at the 
home who can clean it up. 

A spokeswoman at the East

State unemployment law changes are now in effect 


@ Qualifications tightened 
and benefits reduced 


While the maximum weekly 
unemployment benefit in Michi- 
gan climbed to $300 April 1, 
qualifying to receive benefits in 
Michigan will become a little 
more difficult, as several signifi- 
cant changes to the state’s unem- 
ployment insurance (UI) went 
into effect. 

~The law changes range from 
lightening qualifying require- 
ments to reducing benefit levels 
to eliminating a potential barrier 
to re-employment for part-time 
workers,” said F. Robert 
Edwards, director of the Michi- 
gan Employment Security Com- 
mission (MESC). 

Under new provisions of the 
state’s UI law: 

M@ To qualify for benefits, claim- 
ants will usually need to earn at 
least $100.50 a week for 20 of 
the 52 weeks preceding their ap- 


plication forunemploymentben- | 


efits. The old requirement was 
20 times the state’s minimum 
wage ($3.35 an hour) or $67 a 


12:15 p.m.

week. The new standard is 30 
times the minimum wage. 

@ Benefit payments will be re- 
duced by the law changes. After 
March 31, claimants who file and 
qualify for unemployment ben- 
efits will receive 67 percent of 
their after-tax earnings in ben- 
efits, compared to 70 percent 
under the old law. 

M The maximum benefit in- 
creases to $300 a week from $293. 
The maximum benefit will re- 
main at $300 until changed by 
the state legislature. The benefit 
cap will no longer be annually 
indexed to 58 percent of the 
State’s average weekly wage. 

@ Claimants who work part-time 
while receiving jobless benefits 
will have their benefits reduced 
by 50 percent of their earnings. 
Under the old law, worker ben- 
efits were reduced only when 
they reached certain earnings lev- 
els, which created inequities and 
confusion about accepting part- 
time employment. However, the 
new law allows an individual to 
eam more before their benefits 
will be eliminated. Partial unem-

ployment benefits will stop when

amount. 

In addition to the changes that 
affected a claimant’s benefit 
amount, last year’s amendments 
to Michigan’s UI law modified 
five disqualification and eligibil- 
ity provisions. The changes: 

W@ create a uniform disqualifica- 
tion for theft, regardless of the 
dollar amount involved, and re- 
quire a standard 13-week 
requalification 

@ require a six-week disqualifi- 
cation for workers with tempo- 
rary-help firms who fail to notify 
their employer within seven days 
of their assignment ending 

Mi disqualify workers who use 
controlled substances on the job. 
who refuse to take a drug test or 
who fail a drug test 

@ make school crossing guards 
ineligible between academic 
terms 

@ broaden the exclusion of ser- 
vices for direct sellers and com- 
missioned sales people as pro-

vided by federal law. 

Under the new provision for 
sales people, services can be ex- 
cluded if compensation is based 
on sales rather than on hours 
worked and if the services are 
performed outside of a retail es- 
tablishment and the person is 
under contract. 

“The 1995 amendments also 
defined the concept of ‘refusal of 
suitable work,’ Edwards said, 
“by basing it on the worker's 
length of unemployment and how 
much the new job will pay in 
relation to the worker’s previous 
job. The longer a person is unem- 
ployed, the more suitable a job 
becomes despite lower wages.” 

According to the new provi- 
sion, a job paying 80 percent of a 
worker’s former wage is consid- 
ered suitable, during the first 12 
weeks of unemployment. From 
13 to 20 weeks. the percentage 
drops to 75 percent, and after 20 
weeks, it falls to 70 percent. 

In July another change will take 
effect, which denies jobless ben- 
efits to some seasonal workers. 
The change will make workers

with some seasonal employers 
ineligible for jobless benefits, 
while they are unemployed be- 
tween their normal work periods. 
and their employers elect to be 
designated as seasonal. 

These changes in the benefit 
provisions of Michigan’s unem- 
ployment insurance law will save 
the state’s unemployment trust 
fund an estimated $471 million 
between 1996 and the year 2000.

Program helps give farmers credit

Nearly 100 farmers have par- 
ticipated in Farm-A-Syst in the 
past year. The program is a farm- 
stead assessment which consists 
of worksheets to evaluate facili- 
ties and management practices at 
the farm. The assessment identi- 


ties farm practices that may pese 
a risk of groundwater contami- 
nation. Assessments help farm- 
ers to modify high-risk farm prac- 
tices to reduce the potential of 
contaminating groundwater. 

The assessment is confidential 
and the worksheets stay on the 
farm. Any farmer who would like 
to have an assessment done on 
their farm and earn up to six 
recertification credits can call 
Janet Person at (616)533-8363, 
or their local Conservation Dis- 
trict.

Social Security benefits 


Have you ever applied for 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) and been turned down be- 
cause you had to much in re- 
sources? If time has passed and 
your situation has changed, it may 
be time for you to apply again. 

Recently an elderly widow 
came into the local Social Secu- 
rity office to sign up for direct 
deposit. The Social Security rep- 
resentative helping her make the 
change noticed that her monthly 
benefit amount was $430. 

He asked if she realized she 
might be eligible for SSI. She 
told him she had applied about 
three years ago and had been 
turned down because she had too 
much in resources — specifically, 
she had more than $2,000 in a 
bank account. Since that time, 
she had spent some of the money 
in her account and now had less 
than $2,000 in resources. The 
representative told her she now 
was eligible for SSI. 

Unfortunately, she had not re- 
applied when her balance 
dropped below $2,000. And, also 
unfortunately, this is not an iso- 
lated incident. Other individuals 
who have been turned down in 
the past or who previously be- 
lieved they were ineligible for 
SSI may have had a similar 
change in their circumstances that 
would make them eligible today.

* a decrease in income or re- 
sources 

* the death of a spouse

Over the years, the SSI income 
limits have increased. Again, 
persons who were not eligible in 
the past because they had too 
much income may be eligible 
under the current rules. 

Too often, people fail to reap- 
ply when they might have be- 
come eligible since they were 
originally found ineligible. 
They’re losing out on important 
benefits: eligibility forSSI means 
more than monthly checks. In 
most states, it also means eligi- 
bility for Medicaid. Often, SSI 
recipients qualify for food stamps 
and other social services. 

If you or someone you know 
has been denied SS] benefits, take 
another look at the situation. If 
things have changed, check with 
Social Security to see if the 
change has affected eligibility 
for SSI. Youcouldbe doing your- 
self, or someone else, a big favor.
